How the Average Country School WM 


Mcnaged in the Year* Gone Iljr. 


Tbe following mousing story is an 


excellent illustration of the difference 
between old 
and 
new educational 


methods and expenditures 
It also 


proves that the boys of the olden time* 
paid dearly for the things that gave 
pleasure. The school board of tbe 
Pine Ridge district had met to discuss 
methods of economy In conducting 
the winter term of school, since it was 
evident that the teacher's salary of 
three dollars and twenty-fire cents ft 
week would exhaust the amount of 
cash in the school treasury before the 
end of the usual foiir months' term, if 
demands were made upon it for inci- 
dental expenses 
The teacher being a woman, it had 


been the custom of the board to pay a 
boy the munificent salary of twenty 
cents a week for building the fire and 
sweeping the house. 
"Now," said Mr. Aaron Cratchett, 


president of the board "kaiut we de- 
vise and construct some means of 
savin' the dcestnct this here twenty 
cents a week? It 'mounts to e'namost 
four dollars for the term, and we kin 
ill afford to pay it." 


"That's so," said Hiram Dillworthy, 


solemnly. "Aint there boys that'd do it 
fersay ten cents a week? A boy aint 
nothln' to do but scratch 'round a little 
in the snow and git his wood an' 
kindlin* out an' cut it up, an' his fire's 
goin' in no time." 


"We ort to be able to find a boy 


that'd do it fer the splendid exeicise 
it'd give him," said Jonas Dill, the 
most 
economical of the trio that 


formed the board. "How would it do 
to have it a rule that the boy that got 
there first in the morning had to build 
the fire." 


"I'm a leetle afeerd that wouldn't 


work," said Mr. Cratchett, doubtfully. 
"I'm afeerd they wouldn't any of 'em 
be fust to git thorp," an illogical objec- 
tion that seemed to have weight with 
the other members of the board, as 
nothing more was said about this plan. 
"Well," said Mr. Dill, "why couldn't 


we say that the boy thjit got the fust 
lieken' had so build the fires until 
somebody else got licked, and so on?" 


"But what would we do while we 


was waltin' fcr some boy to get licked 
in the first place0" said Mr. Dillworthy, 
with wise forethought 


"We migbthave it understood 'tween 


us an' the teacher that she had to lick 
some boy the fuit day. I'd jess as 
leave as not she'd tan my boy Bill 
down fust day as not. He never gits a 
lick amiss." 


But Mr. Dlllworthr's innocent and 


unsuspecting son Bill was saved from 
the "llckin " proposed by bis affec- 
tionate father through the medium of a 
brilliant thought that struck 
Mr. 


Cratchett. 


"I know list what to do," he said. 
"We're goin1 to burn whitn oak wood 
this winter, an' th*y nint no rushes 
makes as good soft soap as white oak. 
And them xind o' -ashes km be sold fcr 
ten cent* a bushel. I ain't no manner 
o' doubt we kin git a boy who'll build 
them fires fer the ashes, gintlemen, fer 
the ashes."

"So It wlU," said Mr, -Dillworthv. 
I'd take the job myself, or I'd make 
my Bill do it, if we hadn't so much 
stock-feedin' to do this winter " 


A boy was found to do the work for 


tbe compensation named, and only 
that boy knows with what pains-taking 
care those ashes wen garnered away

new pair of skates as the result of his 
labor.—Youth11 Companion.

Death of Henry May. 


Sunday afternoon at 4:30 o'clock, Henry 


May, one of the oldest settlers of the 
county, died at his home at 469 West 
Wood street, in the 74th year of his age. 
He had been ill lor a year. His death 
was not unexpected. Mr. May was born 
in York count}*, Pennsylvania, in 1813, 
where he was married October 17,1833, to 
Mary Fisher. To the couple were born 
three sons and six daughters, all living 
except two .daughters. The surviving 
children are Mrs. Kebecca McCoy, of 
Longmont, Colorado; Mrs. Matilda Kay- 
ler, of Macon county; Mrs. Abbie Bohrer, 
of Southmayd, Texas; Mrs. Ellen Corn- 
thwait, of South Wheutland township; 
Henry F. May and S. Davis May, of De- 
catur, and Marion May, of East St. Louis. 
The deceased came to Illinois in 1851, and 
lived in Whoatland township until 1870, 
when he removed U> Deeatnr, engaging 
with his sons in the grocery business. 


The deceased had many friends in and 


around Decatur, a goodly number of 
whom had known him from his early 
manhood. He was an honest, industrious 
man, 
and was remarkable for his good 


judgment in business affairs. In early 
life he was u carpenter, and worked some 
at his trade after coining to Illinois, and 
in this pursuit developed much skill and 
the ability todrive work ahead with much 
rapidity. 
But he devoted most of the 


year"! of hi.s life in this county to agri- 
cultural piiisuits, and [)ro\ed to bo a good 
and thrifty farmer. He improved a tine 
farm in Wheatliind township, taking it 
from the prairie grass and making it one 
of the most desirable homes in tho coun- 
,ry. Sini'e coming to Decatur he has not 
men engaged much in active business, 
ml has passed the years tranquilly and 
easily. He hud many of the traits whi"h 


mke men respected and loved nmong 


their neighbors. Genial, hospitable, in- 
lustrious lie was deservedly popular, 
and there will be general regret on ac- 
count of his death.

United in Death. 


A telegram from Taylorville gives the 


following particulars of a shocking acci- 
dent that occurred near that place on 
Saturday: A sad accident occurred near 
Taylorville on the Wabash railroad on 
Saturday, which resulted in the loss of 
two lives. Mr. .lames Molohan, a well-to- 
do farmer, living about five miles south- 
west of th? city, was coming to town with 
a load of wheat on his sled, accompanied 
by his wife, and on attempting to cross 
the railroad at a point about a half-mile 
cast of what is known as the half-acre 
bridge, a wild engine, which was running 
backward in the same direction, struck 
the sled, throwing the occupants high up 
into the air, and killing Mrs. Molohan al- 
most instantly, breaking one arm and 
thigh, and injuring her internally. Mr. 
Molohan was rendered unconscious. Then 
engine No. 1574, which was propelled by 
Lou Hurt, was stopped and the unfortu- 
nate victims picked up and taken to the 
cit\, and Dr. Rockwell, the railroad physi- 
cian, was summoned. Mr. Molohan was 
taken to Brown's hotel, where he was 
cared for, and the body of Mrs. Moholan 
WHS taken to the residence of Coroner 
Blount, and arrangements were being 
made to hold an inquest, when it was 
learned that the husband at the hotel 
hud died in about an hour after reaching 
the house. His body was also removed to 
the "oroner's residence, where the inquest 
on tho two was held at once. A sadder night 
is seldom seen thijji to see husband and 
wife lying side by side in cold death, 
when only three hours before they had 
left their happy home in the best of 
health, only to meet death a few minutes 
after. They left at home a family of 
seven children, the eldest 19 and the 
youngest 3 years old. The coroner's jury 
returned a verdict.of accidental killing.

Changes in the Law. 


State's Attorney Niehaus and his as- 


sistant, S. D. Wead, of Peoria, have boon 
engaged for some time in drafting several 
new bills which are intended to amend 
some existing laws. Mr. Niehaus will go 
to Springfield shortly and will present 
the documents to tho legislature.
